31:95b  and  also  to  accept  and  expend  money  from  any  other  governmen-

REPORT  FROM  THE  SELECTMEN'S  OFFICE 

Progress  on  the  complete  Revaluation  of  the  Town  for  the  1991  tax  year 
is  proceeding  as  scheduled.  The  initial  measuring  was  completed  in  early 
December.  We  have  not  received  any  information  as  to  the  actual  figures, 
but  they  will  be  reflected  in  the  second  billing  in  November  1991.  Letters 
will  be  sent  to  property  owners  prior  to  the  second  billing  advising  the 
assessments  established  for  their  property,  and  time  will  be  allowed  for 
questions  regarding  these  assessments. 

Our  computer  system  now  has  the  complete  data  for  all  taxable  proper- 
ties within  the  Town  thanks  to  Merrill  Steward,  who  continues  to  keep  our 
records  updated  and  in  order.  We  appreciate  his  many  hours  of  volunteer 
time. 

Once  again,  we  are  asking  for  a  full-time  position  in  the  Police  Depart- 
ment (Article  3).  We  are  fast  approaching  the  need  for  full-time  coverage 
as  required  by  the  State  when  our  population  increases  to  3,000.  Accor- 
ding to  the  latest  census  figures,  our  population  is  2,965. 

We  have  included  an  article  in  the  warrant  for  an  appropriation  of  $5,500. 
(to  be  funded  from  the  December  31,  1990  fund  balance  surplus)  for  the 
purpose  of  engaging  in  an  outside  CPA  audit  of  the  Town's  1990  financial 
records  (Article  7),  as  recommended  by  the  Department  of  Revenue  Ad- 
ministration. This  will  verify  the  surplus  fund  balance  shown  in  our  Finan- 
cial Report,  of  which  a  portion  can  be  used  to  help  offset  the  1991  tax  rate. 

In  closing,  we  wish  to  thank  all  those  who  donate  their  time  and  effort 
to  serve  on  the  many  Boards,  Commissions,  Committees,  Departments 
and  appointed  Offices,  that  are  so  necessary  to  the  workings  of  a  small 
Town.

"To  hear  the  report  of  the  committee  established  by  the  Town  Meeting  to  study  the  condi- 
tion of  the  present  ambulance  and  future  needs  and  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  ninety-seven  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  ($97,200.)  for  the  pur- 
chase of  a  new  ambulance  and  to  authorize  the  withdrawl  of  thirty-five  thousand  dollars  with 
accumulated  interest  ($35,000)  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  created  for  that  purpose.  The 
balance  of  thirty-eight  thousand  dollars  ($38,000.)  to  come  from  general  taxation," 

was  heard  and  seconded.  After  discussion  the  vote  on  the  motion  to  amend  the  amended 
motion  was  in  the  negative  and  discussion  on  the  motion  as  amended  continued.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  eighteen  thou- 
sand dollars  ($18,000)  for  the  purchase  of  a  Police  Cruiser  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of 
eight  thousand  dollars  with  accumulated  interest  ($8,000.)  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund 
created  for  the  purpose.  The  balance  of  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000.)  to  come  from  general 
taxation. 

The  motion  was  addressed  by  Police  Chief  Carl  Brown  and  after  discussion  a  counted 
vote  was  taken  with  91  negative  and  114  affirmative.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  fifty-four  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  dollars  ($54,800.)  to  begin  the  complete  revaluation  of  the  Town  as  man- 
dated by  the  Board  of  Tax  and  Land  Appeals  to  be  completed  during  the  1991  tax  year  and 
to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  with  accumlated  interest  ($20,000.) 
from  the  Captial  Reserve  Fund  created  for  that  purpose.  The  balance  of  thirty-four  thousand 
eight  hundred  dollars  ($34,800.)  to  come  from  general  taxation.  NOTE:  The  total  cost  of  the 
revaluation  is  eighty-nine  thousand  six  hundred  dollars  ($89,600.)  and  the  balance  in  the 
sum  of  thirty-four  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars  ($34,800.)  is  to  be  raised  and  appropriated 
at  the  1991  Town  Meeting. 

Lester  Huckins  addressed  the  motion  and  after  a  brief  discussion,  vote  on  the  motion  was 
in  the  affirmative. 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  two  thousand  five  hun- 
dred dollars  ($2,500.)  to  be  placed  in  Capital  Reserve  Fund  as  previously  established  for 
the  future  purchase  of  recreation  land.

"The  undersigned,  registered  voters  in  the  Town  of  Strafford,  by  this  petition, 
do  request  a  vote  by  the  Town  to  accept,  as  a  public  road,  that  portion  of  Beaver  Road  begin- 
ning at  Birch  Road  and  running  approximately  2095  feet  generally  north  and  east  to  a  cul 
de  sac  at  tax  map  lot  #29.  Said  portion  of  Beaver  Road  does  meet  or  exceed  all  Strafford 
Town  standards  for  road  construction."  (by  petition) 

There  was  no  discussion  and  vote  was  affirmative. 

Article  11.  "To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  designate  and  proclaim  April  22, 1990  as  Earth 
Day  1990,  and  to  set  aside  that  day  for  public  activities  promoting  preservation  of  the  global 
enviroment  and  launching  the  'Decade  of  the  Enviroment."  (by  petition) 

The  article  was  addressed  by  Wallace  Spohr  and  Cal  Schroeder.  There  was  no  discus- 
sion and  vote  was  affirmative. 

Article  12.  "To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  direct  the  Selectmen  to  report  at  the  1991  An- 
nual Town  Meeting  by  warrant  article,  their  recommendations  for  the  future  use  and  manage- 
ment of  those  lands  leased  to  the  Town  by  the  N.H.  Water  Resource  Board.  And,  that  the 
purpose  of  such  recommendations  shall  be  to  assure  the  continued  attractiveness  and  ac- 
cessibly of  those  lands  and  to  make  their  management  as  self-sustaining  as  possible."  (by 
petition) 

W.F.  Lapage  addressed  the  article  and  after  a  brief  discussion,  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  13.  "To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  the  Municipal  Budget 
Law."  (by  petition)  -  Ballot  vote  required. 

A  motion  was  made  by  W.F.  Lapage  to  amend  the  article  to  read; 

"The  Budget  Committee  of  the  Town  of  Strafford  shall  include  three  (3)  members  at  large 
who  shall  be  elected  by  the  legal  voters  of  Strafford  at  the  1991  Annual  Town  Meeting  for 
terms  of  one  (1),  two  (2)  and  three  (3)  years.  Thereafter,  upon  the  expiration  of  the  original 
terms,  election  of  the  Budget  Committee  shall  be  for  terms  of  three  (3)  years." 

After  lengthy  discussion  a  motion  to  end  debate  was  heard  and  seconded.  Vote  on  the 
motion  was  affirmative.  Vote  on  the  motion  to  amend  was  negative.  Discussion  returned  to 
the  article  as  read  and  after  lengthy,  heated  discussin,  a  motion  to  move  the  question  was 
heard  and  seconded  and  vote  was  affirmative.  Vote  was  taken  by  written  ballot  with  37  affir- 
mative and  94  negative  votes. 

Article  14.  "To  see  if  the  Town  of  Strafford  will  vote  to  accept  as  a  public  road,  Kristie 
Lane,  in  the  Meadowbrook  Estates  Development,  approximately  1575  feet  in  length  as  the 
road  now  meets  all  Town  standards."  (by  petition) 

After  discussion,  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  prepayment  of  property  taxes  and  to 
authorize  the  Tax  Collector  to  accept  prepayments  as  provided  by  RSA  80:52a. 

There  was  no  discussion,  vote  in  affirmative. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  convey  property  or 
tax  liens  acquired  by  the  Town  by  Tax  Collector's  Deed,  by  public  auction,  or  advertised  sealed 
bid  or  in  such  other  manner  as  determined  by  the  Selectmen  or  as  justice  may  require. 

There  was  no  discussion,  vote  was  affirmative. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  apply  for, 
receive  and  expend  Federal  and  State  grants,  which  may  become  available  during  the  course 
of  the  year,  in  accordance  with  RSA  31:95b  and  also  to  accept  and  expend  money  from  any 
other  governmental  or  private  source  provided  such  funds  are  used  only  for  legal  purposes 
for  which  a  Town  may  appropriate  money,  such  expenditures  do  not  require  the  expenditures 
of  other  Town  funds  and  the  Selectmen  hold  a  public  hearing  prior  to  utilizing  such  funds. 

After  brief  discussion,  vote  was  affirmative. 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectment  to  borrow  money  in  anticipa- 
tion of  taxes. 

No  discussion,  vote  was  affirmative. 

Article  19.    To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  this  meeting. 

When  no  other  business  came  before  the  meeting  the  Moderator  asked  for  and  received 
a  motion  to  adjourn,  heard  a  second  and  adjourned  the  meeting  at  11:55  RM. 

Immediately  after  the  adjournment  all  elected  officials  were  called  forward  and  were  sworn 
in  by  Selectmen  Lester  Huckins.

The  Rural  District  Health  Council,  Inc.  continues  as  a  certified  home 
health  agency  providing  your  Town  with  skilled  nursing,  physical,  occupa- 
tional and  speech  therapies,  medical  social  worker,  home  health  aides, 
homemakers  and  a  comprehensive  hospice  program.  We  have  a  24  hour 
answering  service  with  a  nurse  available  24  hours  a  day,  7  days,  a  week 
with  home  visits  made  as  indicated.  The  staff  has  made  to  date,  9,253  home 
visits  with  1,384  hours  of  homemaking  and  1,436  hourly  aide. 

Services  also  include  child  health  care  from  newborn  to  six  years  old. 
This  includes  physical  examinations,  immunizations,  growth  and  develop- 
ment, monitoring  and  counseling. 

Every  fall,  influenza  shots  are  given  to  the  elderly  within  the  elderly  health 
maintenance  program. 

Remembers,  in  lieu  of  flowers,  a  memorial  donation  may  be  made  in 
memory  of  a  loved  one. 

There  have  been  to  date  for  your  town:  378  skilled  nursing  visits,  144 
therapy  visits,  249  home  health  aide  visits,  313V4  homemaker  hours,  2  child 
health  visits,  and  25  child  health  clinic  visits.

RECYCLING  REPORT  1990 

With  the  completion  of  one  year  of  continous  recycling,  the  cooperation 
of  residents  and  summer  visitors  continues  to  be  excellent.  However,  to 
make  this  report  factual,  it  must  be  added  that  the  carelessness  of  the 
few  who  continue  to  discard  paper  and  cardboard  containers  with  bottles 
and  cans;  and  to  add  half-filled  jars  of  Ragu  or  Aunt  Sarah's  favorite  plum 
jam  to  the  clear  glass  bin,  detracts  from  the  efforts  of  the  cooperative  ma- 
jority. Hopefully,  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  again  post  a  special  attendant 
at  the  recycling  container  to  assure  compliance.  This  would  amount  to  a 
town  expense  which  should  be  unnecessary. 

Last  fall  we  started  to  accept  used  motor  oil  in  a  250  gallon  container 
provided  for  the  purpose.  This  was  in  answer  to  several  requests  from  those 
who  service  their  own  vehicles.  A  second  pad  is  provided  for  vehicle  bat- 
teries which  are  not  accepted  by  suppliers  who  provide  replacements. 

Vehicle  tires  will  be  removed  in  1991  and  probably  metal  will  require 
removal  again  as  well.  The  charges  which  have  been  instituted,  $2  for 
automobile  tires,  $5  for  truck  tires  and  $5  for  freezers,  refrigerators,  etc., 
does  not  defray  the  cost  of  removal.  Acceptance  of  these  used  items  by 
the  supplier  would  be  preferable;  and  probably  be  a  savings  to  the  pur- 
chaser as  well  as  to  the  town. 

As  the  Town  Report  is  printed  we  will  probably  have  instituted  a  new 
recycling  system.  It  is  reputed  that  more  materials  will  be  accepted,  lessen- 
ing the  load  on  the  BFI  compactor. 

Recycling  is  still  a  recently  developed  process.  We  will  continue  to  adopt 
these  new  procedures  which  contribute  to  more  effective  and  cost  efficient 
operation,  while  protecting  our  irreplacable  clean  environment.  As  can  be 
determined  by  a  purusal  of  other  sections  of  this  report,  none  of  this  comes 
for  free.  The  cooperation  of  all  residents  and  visitors  will  assist  in  keeping 
costs  to  a  minimum. 

Operation  of  the  Recycling  Center  has  generated  the  following  revenues:

With  an  excellent  and  well-trained  staff  consisting  of  one  Water  Safety 
Instructor  and  two  Lifeguards,  we  enjoyed  a  safe  and  accident-free  beach 
season.  Due  to  the  strength  of  the  beach  staff,  there  were  fewer  incidents 
which  hampered  the  safety  and  enjoyment  of  the  beach  patrons.  Although 
fewer  calls  were  placed  for  police  assistance,  we  would  like  to  thank  the 
Strafford  Police  Department  for  their  availability. 

The  Strafford  Recreation  Commission  was  able  to  offer  swim  lessons 
to  over  80  children  in  the  Strafford  area  this  past  summer.  $1,095.00  was 
returned  to  the  Town  due  to  the  fees  collected  for  swim  lessons  and  gate 
passes  to  non-residents.  Once  again  the  swim  line,  as  required  and  ap- 
proved by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  was  in  place  to  cordon  off  the  swim- 
ming area  for  the  protection  of  swimmers  and  boaters  alike.  Your  respect 
for  the  rights  of  swimmers  to  use  this  area  in  safety  is  greatly  appreciated. 
All  concerned  residents  of  Strafford  are  urged  to  join  the  Recreation  Com- 
mission for  the  Annual  Beach  Clean-Up  Day.  The  exact  date  and  time  will 
be  announced  at  a  later  time  to  coincide  with  warm  water  temperatures. 
The  process  of  installing  Basketball  hoops  has  begun  with  the  very 
generous  help  of  the  Ballou  Well  Drilling  Co.  The  donation  of  labor,  poles 
and  backboards  is  greatly  appreciated. 

It  is  the  intent  of  the  Strafford  Recreation  Commission  to  develop  and 
promote  additional  activities  for  the  residents  of  Strafford  in  conjunction 
with  the  other  organizations  in  town. 

THE  STRAFFORD  RESCUE  TEAM  REPORT 

The  Strafford  Rescue  Team  has  answered  over  80  medical  and  rescue 
calls  involving  emergency  medical  transports,  motor  vehicle  accidents  and 
fire  calls  during  the  last  year.  Our  volunteers  were  able  to  respond  to  every 
call. 

The  new  ambulance  has  arrived  and  is  in  service.  It  is  a  comprehen- 
sive, well-equipped  vehicle  which  should  last  for  years  to  come.  The  Team 
is  ever  grateful  to  the  Town  for  its  public  and  private  support  of  our  efforts. 

We  are  also  pleased  to  announce  that  many  new  members  have  joined 
the  Rescue  Team;  at  present  we  have  over  12,  medically  trained,  licensed 
members,  all  volunteers,  who  will  continue  to  rise  to  the  occasion,  answer- 
ing the  emergency  medical  needs  of  our  community. 

The  Strafford  Fire  Department  Auxilliary  continues  to  be  one  of  the 
Rescue  Team's  strongest  supporters.  Large  financial  gifts  from  the  Aux- 
iliary have  been  converted  into  much  needed  pediatric  rescue  gear.  The 
Department  is  fortunate  to  enjoy  the  Auxiliary's  level  of  devotion. 

Once  again,  we  thank  the  people  of  Strafford  for  the  words  of  encourage- 
ment, letters  of  support  and  contributions  which  mean  so  very  much  to 
each  of  us.

Strafford  Rescue  Team 
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STRAFFORD  ROAD  AGENT  1990  ANNUAL  REPORT 

This  brief  report  will  show  towns  people  where  some  of  the  1990  ap- 
propriation was  expended. 

The  yearly  budget  covers  fifty  six  (56)  miles  of  road  plus  five  (5)  miles 
of  state  road  which  is  winter  maintained  by  the  town.  During  the  winter 
months  I  realize  every  taxpayer  wants  their  road  to  be  a  priority,  but  the 
seven  school  bus  routes  top  the  list. 

Under  article  two  (2)  of  the  past  warrant,  three  (3)  portions  of  roadways 
were  rebuilt  (graveled  and  paved).  Approximately  7/10  of  a  mile  on  2nd 
Crown  Point  Road,  approximately  5/10  of  a  mile  on  the  lower  side  of  Caverly 
Hill  and  approximately  4/10  of  a  mile  on  the  Province  Road  by  the  Pro- 
vince House. 

Work  projects  other  than  regular  maintenance  completed  by  this  Depart- 
ment included:  Shoulder  and  drainage  work  on  Parsons  Hill,  Upper  2nd 
Crown  Point  Road,  the  far  end  of  Water  Street  and  the  Dump  Road. 

Cement  headers  were  built  at  the  Big  River  culvert  on  the  Barn  Door 
Gap  road  and  a  number  of  culverts  were  replaced  or  extended  on  this  road. 

Blasting  of  a  small  ledge  projection  on  the  Northwood  end  of  Wild  Goose 
Pond  Road  was  done  and  a  section  of  Lovejoys  road,  where  ledge 
prevented  the  water  from  draining  off  the  road.  Also,  a  larger  section  of 
ledge  on  the  upper  1st  Crown  Point  Road.  This  formerly  narrow  section 
now  allows  much  better  visibility  and  is  a  much  wider  roadway. 

Working  closely  with  the  Selectmen's  Office,  these  projects  are  selected 
with  consideration  for  safety  and  the  betterment  of  the  town  as  a  whole. 

Your  support  of  these  on-going  projects  to  upgrade  Strafford  roads  is 
much  appreciated.

PLEASE  NOTE  THE  FOLLOWING  REGULATIONS 

87R4.  WINTER  PARKING  -  Pursuant  to  RSA  265:70,  the  following  park- 
ing regulation  will  be  established. 

a.  There  will  be  no  parking  on  all  town  roads  so  as  to  impede  snow 
removal 

Any  violations  of  the  above  will  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  $5.00  per  viola- 
tion and  subject  to  towing,  pursuant  to  RSA  265:69  and  RSA  265:70. 

87R5.  SNOW  OBSTRUCTION  -  Pursuant  to  RSA  249:23,  the  following 
snow  obstruction  regulations  will  be  established. 

a.  Any  person  who  shall  put  or  place  or  cause  to  be  put  or  placed  any 
snow  or  ice  upon  the  surface  of  the  traveled  portion  of  any  town  maintain- 
ed road  for  any  purpose,  except  to  provide  a  place  necessary  for  cross- 
ing, recrossing  and  traveling  upon  said  roads  by  sleds,  logging  or  farm 
equipment,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  violation  if  a  natural  person  or  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  if  any  other  person.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not 
apply  where  snow  or  ice  is  pushed  across  the  traveled  surface  of  said  road 
for  the  purpose  of  snow  removal  from  land  adjoining  said  roads. 

Any  violation  of  the  above  will  be  subject  to  a  fine  up  to  $100.00,  pur- 
suant to  RSA  249:23. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  STRAFFORD  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

This  past  year  has  brought  a  number  of  changes  to  your  fire  depart- 
ment. We  have  been  very  busy  with  training,  inspections  and,  unfortunately 
fires.  The  leadership  of  the  department  has  also  changed  with  the  elec- 
tion of  a  number  of  new  Officers. 

We  have  begun  expanding  our  fire  prevention  activities  and  are  now  more 
available  for  inspections  and  to  discuss  fire  safety.  At  least  two  of  the  fires 
during  the  last  few  months  have  been  caused  by  improper  wood  stove  or 
chimney  installation.  Smoke  detectors  provide  your  first  line  of  defense 
against  fire,  make  sure  you  test  them  every  month. 

Within  the  fire  department,  we  are  in  the  process  of  implementing  a  multi- 
ple year  plan  to  comply  with  national  safety  standards  for  fire  department 
operations.  Our  plan  is  a  phased  implemenation  over  several  years  to  try 
to  keep  costs  under  control  and  still  provide  for  the  safety  of  our  people. 
We  have  asked  for  funds  to  comply  with  OSHA  regulations  that  require 
that  we  offer  infection  immunization  to  all  our  members  for  Hepatitis-B. 

We  are  most  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  almost  all  of  our  person- 
nel have  completed  State  Certification  training  and  are  now  Certified  Fire 
Fighters. 

The  addition  of  a  new  ambulance  and  equipment  has  enabled  us  to  pro- 
vide more  effective  care  to  people  in  need  of  medical  assistance. 
Remember,  there  is  no  charge  for  emergency  ambulance  service  from  the 
Strafford  Rescue  Team.

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PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT  1990 

Both  the  pace  of  development  in  Strafford  and  the  number  of  subdivi- 
sion applications  we  receive  for  review  continue  to  reflect  the  general 
economic  conditions  of  our  area.  While  the  total  number  of  new  applica- 
tions we  received  in  1990  is  down  from  earlier  years,  the  workload  of  the 
Planning  Board  has  not  decreased.  Statutory  changes  and  additions  plus 
recent  court  decisions,  all  affecting  land  use,  continue  to  increase  the  com- 
plexity of  Board  work.  We  are  also  more  frequently  required  to  call  upon 
expert  assistance  from  town  counsel,  the  New  Hampshire  Municipal 
Association  and  the  Strafford  Regional  Planning  Commission. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Planning  Board  adopted  a  significant  number 
of  revisions  to  the  Subdivision  Regulations.  The  Board  continues  to  study 
a  range  of  other  suggested  changes  and  additions  to  zoning  ordinances 
and  building  codes,  as  well  as  subdivision  regulations.  No  changes  to  zon- 
ing or  building  codes  have  been  proposed  for  the  consideration  of  voters 
during  the  1991  Town  Meeting. 

Work  on  the  Master  Plan  and  Capital  Improvements  Program  continues, 
usually  requiring  the  Board  to  hold  a  work  session  each  month.  These  se- 
cond meetings  are  also  public  meetings  and  we  encourage  all  interested 
volunteers  for  these  projects  to  attend. 

All  Board  members  are  thanked  for  the  long  hours  devoted  to  public 
meetings,  site  inspections  and  consultations  with  a  variety  of  land  use 
specialists.  I  would  also  like  to  thank  all  those  members  of  the  public  who 
have  attended  our  meetings,  contributing  valuable  information  to  Board 
deliberations.

STRAFFORD  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
1990  Annual  Report 

We  are  pleased  that  we  are  again  able  to  begin  by  reporting  that  the 
Conservation  Commission  has  accepted  another  donation  of  conserva- 
tion land.  Our  newest  parcel  is  located  off  the  Little  Niagara  Road  near 
Pease  Corner.  We  are  also  currently  working  with  several  other  Strafford 
landowners  who  are  interested  in  donating  properties  to  the  Conservation 
Commission  for  management  on  behalf  of  the  townspeople.  We  are  also 
working  with  several  local  landowners  who  are  in  protecting  their  land 
through  the  Local  Initiative  Project  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  Land 
Conservation  Investment  Program  and  we  are  continuing  to  work  with  the 
land  trust  program  to  identify  and  protect  sites  that  might  be  of  statewide 
importance. 

The  Commission  has  reviewed  25  applications  for  various  projects  in- 
volving dredge  and  fill  in  wetlands,  including  applications  for  dock  con- 
struction or  repair.  Many  of  these  applications  require  that  we  conduct  on- 
site  inspections  before  we  can  make  our  recommendations.  We  would 
again  like  to  remind  everyone  that  we  are  always  glad  to  offer  advice  to 
anyone  who  contact  us  prior  to  submitting  an  application  for  any  type  of 
work  in  a  wetlands  area. 

As  we  have  for  the  past  several  years  the  Conservation  Commission 
again  co-sponsored  two  Strafford  students  who  attended  the  Youth  Forestry 
Camp  in  Interlocken.  We  would  like  to  thank  the  Strafford  Women's  Club 
who  again  acted  as  our  co-sponsors  Cresta  Smith  and  Amy  O'Connor  with 
this  year's  campers. 

The  Commission  was  an  active  participant  in  several  Arbor  Day/Forest 
Conservation  Week  projects,  including  the  many  Earth  Day  activities  at 
the  Strafford  School  and  the  Wildlife  Habitat  Improvement  Project  con- 
ducted on  two  acres  of  the  Strafford  Town  Forest.  We  would  like  to  extend 
our  special  thanks  to  the  many  energetic  members  of  Strafford's  Cub  Scout 
Pack  23  and  Boy  Scout  Troop  23  who  worked  so  hard  on  the  Town  Forest 
project. 

The  Commission  has  taken  an  active  role  in  several  programs  concern- 
ing land  management.  We  sent  one  of  our  members  to  a  conservation 
workshop  in  Laconia  and  we  held  a  special  forum  in  May  inviting  all  Straf- 
ford landowners  with  properties  of  50  acres  or  more  to  receive  the  New 
Hampshire  Landowner's  Information  Kit,  developed  by  the  UNH 
Cooperative  Extension  Service  and  to  discuss  forest  management  issues 
of  particular  concern  in  Strafford.  We  are  also  continuing  to  work  closely 
with  Charles  Moreno,  our  consulting  forester,  who  is  helping  us  to  imple- 
ment management  programs  for  Town  conservation  lands.  We  are  currently 
working  on  a  silvicuitural  project  for  the  lower  section  of  the  Storer  Lot. 

We  would  like  to  thank  those  who  have  made  donations  to  the  fund  for 
the  Commission's  Wetlands  Mapping  Project.  We  have  recently  met  with 
Phil  Auger  of  the  UNH  Cooperative  Extension  Service  to  discuss  the 
various  alternatives  for  the  future  mapping  of  Strafford's  wetlands,  including 
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indentifying  the  sources  of  maps  and  coordinating  our  efforts  with  on-going 
programs  at  the  Strafford  Regional  Planning  Commission  and  the  Office 
of  State  Planning.  Our  next  step  will  be  to  prepare  base  maps  covering 
the  Town  and  to  purchase  several  overlay  maps  identifying  hydric  soils 
and  basic  watershed  information. 

In  closing,  we  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  encourage  everyone 
to  stop  and  see  the  memorial  plaque  recently  put  in  place  by  the  Trustees 
of  the  James  H.  Edgerly,  Jr.  Memorial  Fund,  in  coordination  with  our  Com- 
mission in  recognition  of  those  who  donated  three  key  interlocking  pro- 
perties in  Strafford's  town  forest  system  -  the  Weidman  Lot,  now  known 
as  the  Strafford  Town  Forest,  the  Edgerly  property  and  the  Storer  Lot.  The 
Conservation  Commission  will  be  holding  a  formal  dedication  of  the  marker 
this  coming  spring,  and  we  very  much  hope  that  everyone  will  be  able  to 
attend.

REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

During  the  calendar  year  1990,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  experienced 
an  average  number  of  wildfires.  The  three  leading  causes  of  these  wildfires 
were  fires  kindled  without  a  fire  permit  from  the  Forest  Fire  Warden,  per- 
mit fires  that  escaped  control  and  rekindled  fires.  All  of  these  fires  are 
preventable,  but  ONLY  with  your  help. 

Please  help  your  Town  and  State  forest  fire  officials  with  forest  fire  preven- 
tion. New  Hampshire  State  Law  (RSA  224:27  II)  requires  that,  "No  per- 
son, firm  or  corporation  shall  kindle  or  cause  to  be  kindled  any  fire,  or  cause 
to  be  burned  any  material  in  the  open,  except  when  the  ground  is  covered 
with  snow,  without  first  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  the 
Forest  Fire  Warden  OT  the  town  where  the  burning  is  to  be  done. 

Violations  of  RSA  224:27  II  and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  are  misdemeanors,  punishable  by  fines  of  up  to  $1,000 
and/or  a  year  in  jail  and  you  are  also  liable  for  all  fire  suppression  costs. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire,  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  assisted 
many  towns  in  wildland  fire  suppression  during  1990,  including  a  262  acre 
fire  in  Moultonboro  and  several  fires  in  Hooksett. 

In  1990,  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  trained  844 
local  Wardens  and  Deputy  Wardens  in  the  Incident  Command  System 
(ICS),  an  incident  management  system  for  all  types  of  emergencies.  In  1991, 
Wardens  will  be  trained  in  the  use  of  Class  A  foam  in  wildfire  suppression.

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TENTATIVE  SCHOOL  WARRANT 
THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  School  District  in  the  Town  of  Strafford  qualified 
to  vote  in  district  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Strafford  School  in  said  district 
on  the  6th  day  of  March  1991,  at  7:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  to  act  upon 
the  following  subjects: 

1 .  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  committees,  or  officers  chosen 
and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

2.  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  twelve  thousand  nine  hundred  forty  dollars  ($12,940)  for  the  pur- 
chase and  installation  of  acoustical  wall  treatment  in  the  Strafford  School 
Gym  to  alleviate  the  current  sound  problem  existing  in  that  room. 

3.  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  twenty-four  thousand  nine  hundred  seventeen  dollars  ($24,917)  for 
the  purpose  of  reroofing  the  original  section  of  the  Strafford  School. 

4.  "To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  sum 
fo  twelve  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  ($12,500)  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
structing an  athletic  field  on  the  southerly  side  of  the  school  property.  The 
above  mentioned  price  includes  lowering  the  elevation  of  the  field,  haul- 
ing of  approximately  one  thousand  yards  (1,000  yds.)  of  fill,  installation  of 
drainage,  and  covering  the  field  with  loam  to  support  sowing  of  grass." 
(By  petition) 

5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  School  District  will  raise  and  ap- 
propriate for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  school  district  of- 
ficials and  agents,  for  capital  construction,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory 
obligations  of  the  school  district. 

6.  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  authorize  the  School  Board  to  make 
application  for  and  to  receive  and  expend,  in  the  name  of  the  District,  such 
advances,  grants-in-aid,  or  other  funds  for  educational  purposes  as  may 
now  or  hereafter  be  forth  coming  from  the  United  States  Government  and/or 
State  agencies;  private  agencies  and/or  other  sources  in  accord  with  the 
provisions  of  RSA  198:20-b.

Curriculum  review  and  development  continues  on  an  ongoing  basis  in 
the  Unit  with  Science  being  the  area  of  focus  this  past  year.  In  addition  to 
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the  efforts  of  the  Science  Curriculum  Committee,  a  report  relative  to  gifted 
programming  for  students  was  prepared  by  a  group  of  teachers  and  parents 
with  Barbara  Feldman  and  Kristen  Lee  representing  Strafford.  The  Social 
Studies  and  Health  curricula  will  be  the  priority  for  the  1991-92  school  year. 

Strafford  continues  to  participate  in  the  State  wide  testing  program  utiliz- 
ing the  California  Achievement  Test  in  grades  2-8.  This  year  the  tests  will 
be  administered  in  the  Spring  of  1991  versus  the  Fall  as  in  past  years. 
However,  as  stated  last  year,  an  analysis  of  the  1989  California  Achieve- 
ment Test  (CAT)  scores  indicate  that  while  each  grade  achievement  pro- 
file is  different,  overall,  Strafford  students  are  achieving  at  or  above  the 
National  average.  Reading  comprehension,  science  and  social  studies 
represent  areas  of  particular  strength.  Math  computation  skills,  language 
arts  mechanics  such  as  punctuation,  proofreading,  word  analysis  and  spell- 
ing represent  areas  requiring  close  scrutiny  and  attention. 

The  recession  has  obviously  impacted  the  New  Hampshire  economy; 
in  many  respects  more  severely  than  what  is  being  experienced  on  a  na- 
tional basis.  The  1991  session  of  the  Legislature  will  be  one  in  which  in- 
dividual members  experience  significant  pressure  as  the  State  attempts 
to  identify  ways  of  addressing  the  current  and  projected  short  falls  in  the 
State  budget.  We  could  very  easily  see  further  attempts  to  reduce  State 
aid  to  local  communities  and  schools  districts.  Local  municipalities  and 
districts  have  already  been  informed  of  a  possible  tripling  of  the  employer's 
contribution  to  the  State  Retirement  System.  I  encourage  the  voters  of  the 
District  to  contact  their  Legislative  representatives  urging  alternative  solu- 
tions to  the  present  State  fiscal  crisis  other  than  transferring  additional  costs 
to  the  local  property  tax. 

By  vote  of  the  Joint  School  Administrative  Unit  School  Board  on  15 
November  1989,  a  School  Administrative  Unit  Study  Committee  was 
established  to  review  all  office  role  descriptions,  the  alignment  of  present 
responsibilities  and  to  determine  what  changes,  if  any,  could  be  made  to 
make  the  Unit  more  efficient,  lower  costs  and  to  determine  whether  or  not 
a  business  administrator  would  benefit  the  Unit.  As  a  result  of  this  charge, 
a  six  member  study  committee  submitted  a  comprehensive  report  to  the 
full  Joint  Board  on  20  September  1990  which  called  for  restructing  the  ex- 
isting administrative  staff  including  elimination  of  the  position  of  Special 
Education  Coordinator  The  realignment  appears  to  be  functioning  well  bas- 
ed on  the  elements  of  the  Study  Committee  report. 

The  School  Administrative  Unit  staff  stands  prepared  to  continue 
assisting  the  District  with  curricula  review  and  revision,  staff  selection  and 
supervision,  business  management,  transportaion,  special  education  pro- 
gram development  and  administration,  legal  matters,  support  for 
cooperative  school  district  study  committees  and  building  committees,  con- 
tinuing our  commitment  to  achieving  excellence  in  the  educational  oppor- 
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tunities  available  to  our  children,  preparation  of  bond  issue  presentations, 
administration  of  construction  projects,  budget  development,  negotiations, 
development  and  revision  of  school  board  goals,  and  workng  with  local 
planning  boards  regarding  the  development  of  capital  improvement  plans. 
These  examples  are  only  a  few  of  the  areas  in  which  the  office  is  continu- 
ing to  provide  administrative  and  instructional  support  services. 

On  behalf  of  the  members  of  School  Administrative  Unit  No.  44  staff, 
I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  School  Board.  Mr.  Jenisch,  an  outstan- 
ding staff  and  key  community  people  for  their  untiring  efforts  and  continue 
support  on  behalf  of  our  children.  I  have  greatly  valued  the  opportunity 
of  serving  Strafford  children  and  the  voters  of  the  District  as  Superinten- 
dent of  Schools.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 

Student  success,  drive  for  excellence,  and  respect  for  the  individual. 
These  are  the  goals  which  support  our  mission  at  Strafford  School. 

While  there  is  no  single  formula  for  school  success,  Strafford  School 
continues  to  strive  to  provide  effective  instruction  in  all  curriculum  areas, 
develop  the  unique  potential  of  its  students,  build  the  skills  necessary  for 
life  long  learning,  and  develop  in  all  students,  a  feeling  of  self-worth  and 
confidence.  Furthermore,  we  are  committed  to  working  closely  with  all 
district,  governmental  and  civic  agencies  and  organizations  as  we  con- 
tinue to  explore  ways  to  make  our  school  more  responsive  to  student  needs. 

Opening  enrollment  at  Strafford  School  for  the  1990-91  school  year  was 
402  and  now  exceeds  420.  During  this  school  year,  as  in  the  past,  many 
activities  designed  to  support  and  improve  school  effectiveness  have  been 
completed  or  are  currently  underway.  A  few  are  outline  below: 

1.  Six  new  computers  have  been  purchased  and  place  in  Middle  School 
classrooms  and  the  library.  An  afterschool  computer  class  has  been  of- 
fered for  students  sponsored  by  the  PTA.  Fifteen  faculty  members  com- 
pleted a  comprehensive  computer  training  course  over  an  eight  week 
period.  Appleworks  word  processing,  database  and  their  classroom  ap- 
plications were  studied. 

2.  The  new  bleachers  have  arrived  and  have  been  installed  as  approv- 
ed at  last  years  district  meeting. 

3.  A  new  bus  contractor  is  providing  transportation  services  to  the  Town 
of  Strafford.  DAIL  Transportation  of  Epsom,  low  bidder,  is  providing  brand 
new  International,  78  passenger-diesel  buses  with  the  latest  safety  equip- 
ment and  FM  radios  for  high  school  and  elementary  runs. 

4.  An  extensive  assembly  and  residency  program  has  been  provided 
for  students  including  a  visit  by  noted  author/illustrator  Peter  Parnall  and 
singer,  songwriter  Rick  Charette.  The  New  England  Touring  Company, 
Lazer  Light  Theatrics,  The  Montshire  Museum,  Perry  Alley  Puppet  Theatre, 
The  Air  Force  Quintet,  Emmy  Award  Winning  Bill  Meigle  as  Ben  Franklin, 
the  Spaulding  High  Band,  and  others  have  or  will  visit  our  school  this  year. 

5.  A  School  Improvement  Committee  has  been  formed  consisting  of 
school  and  community  leaders  charged  with  seeking  parent  and  citizen 
input  regarding  school  effectiveness  and  with  developing  a  plan  for  school 
improvement. 

6.  A  faculty  social  studies  committee  has  also  been  formed  to  develop 
curriculm  guidelines  for  all  grade  levels  in  the  social  sciences,  review  basal 
and  support  materials,  and  make  recommendations  for  adoption  and 
purchase. 

7.  Strafford  School  has  received  a  second  AIDS  education  grant  to  set- 
up a  peer  counseling  program  in  conjunction  with  Coe-Brown  Northwood 
Academy. 
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8.  Staff  development  sessions  in  hands-on  science,  english,  reading, 
connputer  science,  and  effective  schools  have  been  provided  on  site  to 
faculty  and  administration. 

9.  A  very  successful  summer  literacy  program  funded  completely 
through  a  grant  from  the  Walker  Foundation  was  offered  in  July  to  30  in- 
coming first,  second  and  third  grade  students  providing  enrichment  in 
language  arts  through  childrens  literature.  We  hope  to  offer  a  similar  and 
perhaps  expanded  program  during  the  summer  of  1991  pending  grant 
funding. 

10.  Strafford  School  boys  and  girls  soccer  team  were  Southeast  League 
Champs  for  the  1990-91  season.  Both  teams  displayed  outstanding  spirit, 
play,  and  sportmanship  and  represented  Strafford  School  well.  We  are  pro- 
ud of  their  efforts. 

11.  Block  and  Eisenhower  Foundation  Grant  Money  is  being  used  to  pur- 
chase science  equipment,  provide  in-service  training  to  staff,  and  purchase 
new  library  books.  In  addition,  Austin  Gate  Trust  money  awarded  the  school 
was  used  to  purchase  books  for  the  school  library  with  holiday  themes. 

12.  A  pamplet  entitled  The  Strafford  School  Report  Card  was  published 
summarizing  some  of  the  changes  which  have  taken  place  at  Strafford 
School  over  the  past  few  years.  The  document,  distributed  through  the 
school  and  town  office,  also  outlines  goals  for  future  improvement. 

13.  Strafford  School's  mainstreaming  program  for  handicapped 
youngsters  was  chosen  to  be  listed  as  a  notable  program  by  the  New 
England  Disabilities  Institute  and  will  be  recognized  in  an  upcoming 
publication. 

The  staff  and  adminstraton  of  Strafford  School  remain  committed  to  the 
pursuit  of  those  objectives  which  represent  excellence  in  education  and 
ask  for  continued  support  from  the  community  in  this  regard.  While  fun- 
ding to  support  education  has  always  been  and  remain  a  controversial  issue 
throughout  our  state  and  county,  it  is  important  that  it  be  addressed  by 
an  intelligent  examination  of  the  facts  by  all  citizens  of  our  community.  The 
pursuit  of  the  best  educational  program  we  can  afford  to  support  is  the 
challenge  of  the  future  for  the  Town  of  Strafford. 

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 

As  the  Strafford  School  continues  to  grow  rapidly,  the  nurse's  office  is 
becoming  increasingly  busy.  Each  year  I  must  submit  a  report  to  the  State 
Department  of  Education  totaling  the  number  of  visits  to  the  nurse's  of- 
fice, categorizing  the  reasons  for  visits.  Last  year,  there  were  over  3,800 
visits  to  the  health  office  for  the  treatment  of  an  illness  or  injury,  health 
counseling,  hearing  and  vision  screening,  etc. 
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In  addition  to  the  treatment  of  students,  I  completed  a  comprehensive 
health  curriculm  for  all  grade  levels,  based  on  the  state's  recommenda- 
tions for  health  education.  Its  been  exciting  to  see  health  being  taught  on 
a  regular  basis  at  all  grade  levels. 

To  support  the  fight  against  the  spread  of  AIDS.  I  applied  for  and  was 
granted  a  total  of  $7,000.00  in  federal  funds.  This  money  was  used  for:  the 
development  of  an  AIDS  curriculm  and  for  the  purchase  of  instructional 
materials  for  all  grad  levels;  for  teacher  training  for  AIDS  education;  for 
community  outreach;  and  for  the  development  of  a  peer  counseling  pro- 
gram in  conjunction  with  Coe-Brown  Northwood  Academy.  Four  high  school 
students  will  be  trained  this  year  to  present  classes  in  AIDS/HIV  preven- 
tion to  students  in  grade  seven  and  eight. 

This  is  the  fourth  year  that  I  am  teaching  Basic  Aid  Training,  a  Red  Cross 
First  Aid  course,  to  fourth  grade  students.  During  this  nine  week  program, 
the  students  learn  how  to  provide  first  aid  for  emergencies,  including  rescue 
breathing  and  the  Heimlich  maneuver. 

Although  the  increasing  number  of  student  at  Strafford  School  presents 
an  even  greater  challenge  for  me  as  the  school  nurse.  I  am  pleased  to 
be  working  in  such  a  lively,  positive  enviroment.

AUDITOR'S  REPORT 

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  financial  statements  of  the 
Strafford  School  District  for  the  year  ended  June  30, 1990,  we  considered 
the  School  District's  internal  control  structure  to  determine  our  auditing 
procedures  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  an  opinion  on  the  financial 
statements  and  not  to  provide  assurance  on  the  internal  control  structure. 

However,  we  noted  certain  matters  that  we  consider  to  be  reportable  con- 
ditions under  standards  established  by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified 
Public  Accountants.  Reportable  conditions  involve  matters  coming  to  our 
attention  relating  to  significant  deficiencies  in  the  design  or  operation  of 
the  internal  control  structure  that  in  our  judgement,  could  adversely  affect 
the  organization's  ability  to  record,  process,  summarize  and  report  finan- 
cial date  consistent  with  the  assertions  of  management  in  the  financial 
statements. 

A  material  weakness  is  a  reportable  condition  in  which  the  design  or 
operation  of  one  or  more  of  the  internal  control  structure  elements  does 
not  reduce  to  a  relatively  low  level  the  risk  that  errors  or  irregularities  in 
amounts  that  would  be  material  to  the  financial  statements  being  audited 
may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within  a  timely  period  by  employee  in  the 
normal  course  of  performing  their  assigned  functions. 

Our  consideration  of  the  internal  control  structure  would  not  necessari- 
ly disclose  all  matters  in  the  internal  control  structure  that  might  be  repor- 
table conditions  and  accordingly,  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  repor- 
table conditions  that  are  also  considered  to  be  material  weaknesses  as 
defined  above.  However,  we  believe  that  the  items  that  follows  is  a  material 
weakness. 

This  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  information  and  use  of  the  manage- 
ment and  others  within  the  organization.

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MINUTES  STRAFFORD  ANNUAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  MEETING 

MARCH  5,  1990 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  7:05  p.m.  by  David  Meserve  Moderator. 

Donald  Ash  welcomed  everyone  to  the  new  Strafford  School  and  gave  an  introduction  to 
the  table;  Donald  Ash,  Chairman  of  the  School  Board;  David  Merserve,  Moderator;  Richard 
Jenisch,  Principal;  Barry  Clough,  Superintendent,  Bruce  Patrick  and  Robyn  Rowe,  School 
Board  Members;  Corinne  DiVirgillo,  School  Bookkeeper  and  Secretary. 

The  Moderator  advanced  Article  1:  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  committees, 
or  officers  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Mr.  Patrick  moved  the  Article  as  read.  Mrs.  Rowe  seconded  the  motion.  The  Moderator 
asked  for  questions.  No  questions  followed.  The  Moderator  moved  the  question.  The  vote 
was  unanimous. 

The  Moderator  advanced  Article  2:  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
School  Board  to  negotiate  an  option  to  acquire  by  purchase  land  known  as  the  George  Thorne 
Property  comprised  of  ninety  acres  (90)  more  or  less  including  the  house,  located  in  Center 
Strafford,  NH  and  bordered  by  Routes  126  and  202A  according  to  such  terms  and  condi- 
tions which  the  School  Board  deems  necessary  and  appropriate  to  prepare  a  final  land  pur- 
chase recommendation  to  the  1991  Annual  District  meeting  or  a  Special  District  meeting 
convened  in  accord  with  the  provisions  of  RSA  197:3  prior  thereto. 

Mr.  Patrick  moved  that  the  Article  be  moved  as  printed.  Mrs.  Rowe  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Ash  explained  that  last  year  the  Board  was  asked  to  bring  this  motion  up  and  discuss- 
ed the  current  status  on  enrollments  and  projected  figures  for  the  future. 

Lester  Huckins  suggested  that  it  seems  that  Article  3  should  be  considered  in  connection 
with  this  and  feels  that  the  land  search  committee  should  continue  and  should  have  some 
funds  to  work  with. 

Michael  Harrington  asked  for  more  information  on  the  cost  of  the  land  how  much  money 
are  we  talking. 

Mr  Patrick  explained  that  there  was  an  appraisal  done  three  years  ago  on  this  site  at 
$305,000.00  for  90-1-  acres  and  the  building  on  the  land.  Mr.  Patrick  stated  that  this  is  purely 
an  advisory  question  and  the  Board  is  asking  if  they  should  go  ahead  and  investigate  this 
land  any  further. 

Christopher  Corcoran  asked  what  the  projections  were  for  the  adequacy  of  the  school 
building. 

Mr  Patrick  stated  that  the  charge  of  the  land  search  committee  is  to  look  for  a  parcel  of 
land  20  acres  or  larger  and  no,  we  are  not  currently  growing  out  of  the  building,  just  looking 
down  the  road  into  the  future  to  have  something  incase  we  outgrow  our  building.  At  district 
meeting  last  year  the  projection  was  that  the  building  will  last  5  years  and  we  should  not 
outgrow  it  by  then. 

Justine  Leighton  asked  how  many  rooms  does  the  school  now  hold  and  are  there  any  va- 
cant rooms. 

Mr.  Jenisch  explained  the  occupancy  and  vacancy  of  the  rooms  now  in  the  school  and 
future  changes  in  the  use  of  rooms  as  enrollment  grows. 

Herbert  Clark  asked  is  the  Messenger  was  purchased  to  alleviate  the  septic  system  pro- 
blem and  is  the  current  building  expanded  to  the  maxium.  The  Board  replied  yes  to  both 
questions. 

Lester  Huckins  moved  to  lay  Article  2  aside  and  consider  Article  3.  Michael  Harrington 
seconded  the  motion. 

The  Moderator  advanced  the  vote  and  the  motion  passed. 

The  Moderator  advanced  Article  3:  To  see  if  the  School  district  wishes  to  extend  the  land 
search  committee  authorized  by  vote  of  the  March  1987  Annual  School  District  Meeting  for 
a  minium  of  20  acres  of  land  to  satisfy  the  future  construction/space  needs  of  the  District 
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and  to  report  back  to  the  March  1991  Annual  School  District  Meeting  or  a  Special  District 
meeting  convened  in  accord  with  the  provisions  of  RSA  197:3  with  a  purchase  recommen- 
dations; and  further,  to  authorize  and  direct  the  School  Board  to  acquire  an  option  or  op- 
tions on  suitable  parcels  of  land  in  accord  with  terms  and  conditions  which  the  School  Board 
deems  necessary  and  appropriate,  and  further  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  ten  thou- 
sand dollars  ($10,000.00)  to  be  used  for  the  acquisition  of  said  option,  soil  analysis,  legal 
research,  site  preparation  and  all  other  matters  in  connection  therewith. 

Mr  Patrick  motioned  to  move  the  article  as  written.  Mrs.  Rowe  seconded  the  motion. 

Gerald  Waldron  questioned  the  need  for  money  for  the  committee  and  asked  if  the  money 
would  be  used  for  anything  else  other  than  the  purchase  of  land. 

Mr  Ash  explained  that  the  funds  made  available  are  for  this  purpose  only  and  that  money 
would  be  needed  for  tests  and  appraisel  fees  if  a  parcel  of  land  were  found. 

Mr  Clough  explained  that  funds  voted  for  by  a  warrant  article  are  for  that  purpose  only 
and  if  no  funds  are  voted  than  no  funds  can  be  spent. 

Gerald  Waldron  motioned  to  amend  the  article  to  $2,000.00.  The  motion  was  seconded 
by  unidentified  persons. 

The  Moderator  called  for  questions  on  the  amendment. 

Mr.  Patrick  stated  the  $2,000.00  would  be  alright  for  this  year  The  only  problem  he  sees 
is  that  if  the  money  runs  over  for  the  additional  appraisal  and  soil  testing  than  the  Board 
would  have  to  come  back  and  ask  the  town  for  more  money. 

The  Moderator  moved  the  amendment.  The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

The  Moderator  moved  Article  3  as  amended.  The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

The  Moderator  advanced  Article  2:  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
School  Board  to  negotiate  an  option  to  acquire  by  purchase  land  known  as  the  George  Thorne 
Property  comprised  of  ninety  acres  (90)  more  or  less  including  the  house,  located  in  Center 
Straffoed,  NH  and  bordered  by  Routes  126  and  202A  according  to  such  terms  and  condi- 
tions which  the  School  Board  deems  necessary  and  appropriate  to  prepare  a  final  land  pur- 
chase recommendation  to  the  1991  Annual  District  meeting  or  a  Special  District  meeting 
convened  in  accord  with  the  provisions  of  RSA  197:3  prior  thereto. 

Mr.  Patrick  motioned  to  move  the  Article  as  printed.  Mrs.  Rowe  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Huckins  suggested  that  the  article  read;  that  the  school  board  and  the  land  search 
committee  with  the  provisions  already  published  in  Article  3. 

Gary  Broadbent  motioned  to  refer  Article  2  to  the  Land  Search  Committee.  The  motion 
was  seconded  by  unidentified  persons. 

Mr  Patrick  explained  that  the  reason  that  the  Board  put  Article  2  in  was  to  ask  the  town 
what  to  do  if  this  property  came  up  for  sale. 

Mrs.  Rowe  read  a  statement  from  the  Town  Report  (p.92)  which  read:  Justine  Leighton 
brought  up  the  possible  acquisition  of  a  one  hundred  acre  parcel  adjacent  to  the  School 
property.  Mr  Ash  explained  that  this  proposition  came  into  being  after  a  deposit  had  been 
made  on  the  Messenger  parcel.  Ms.  Leighton  said  it  looked  to  be  a  good  prospect.  Mr.  Patrick 
asked  to  address  this  issue  and  said  meetings  with  the  owner  of  the  one  hundred  acres 
proved  to  be  unproductive.  The  Land  Search  Committee  sought  an  appraisal  which  came 
in  at  $305,000.00.  It  was  decided  that  it  was  inappropriate  to  ask  for  the  money  from  the  Town 
after  just  having  secured  the  funds  necessary  for  the  building  addition.  Mrs.  Rowe  stated 
that  the  School  Board  still  feels  that  way  and  doesn't  want  the  town  to  pass  the  motion  as 
read  unless  the  town  wants  the  Board  to  run  out  tomorrow  and  make  an  offer  on  the  land, 
that  is  not  the  Board's  intent.  The  Board's  intent  is  that  if  the  town  wants  the  Board  to  seriously 
look  for  a  piece  of  land  to  buy  soon  than  let  the  Board  know  that  the  town  is  going  to  fund 
it.  If  the  town  is  not  interested  in  buying  land  in  the  very  immediate  future  than  let  the  Board 
know  and  they  won't  do  it.  Mrs.  Rowe  felt  strongly  that  this  was  an  option  that  was  asked 
for  at  the  floor  of  a  meeting  and  the  Board  felt  obligated  to  put  it  on  the  floo^r  of  the  meeting 
so  the  town  could  tell  the  Board  how  they  felt  about  it. 
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The  Moderator  moved  the  question  to  amend  Article  2  to  refer  the  Article  to  the  Land  Search 
Committee  that  was  established  in  Article  3.  The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

The  Moderator  advanced  Article  4:  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  nineteen  thousand  five  hundred  thirty-three  dollars  ($19,533.00)  for  the 
purchase  of  sixty  feet  (60')  of  bleachers  and  a  protable  stage  and  to  authorize  the  use/transfer 
of  the  30  June  1990  fund  balance  for  this  purpose. 

Mr.  Ash  moved  to  amend  Article  4  by  deleting  the  portable  stage  and  explained  that  the 
cost  of  the  bleachers  alone  would  be  about  $19,533.00  and  it  would  not  be  possible  to  buy 
the  bleachers  and  the  portable  stage  for  that  amount  of  money. 

The  Moderator  moved  the  question  to  amend  Article  4  to  delete  the  portable  stage.  Mr. 
Ash  moved  the  amendment.  Mr.  Patrick  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Jenisch  explained  that  this  is  money  earned  on  the  bond  for  the  new  addition  and 
the  Board  needs  to  get  approval  from  the  town  to  spend  it. 

Mr  Clough  explained  that  the  money  would  be  turned  back  to  the  town  in  the  unreserved 
fund  balance. 

Gerald  Waldron  motioned  to  pass  the  article  as  read  except  for  the  portable  stage. 

The  Moderator  moved  the  question  as  amended.  The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

The  Moderator  advanced  Article  5:  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  twelve  thousand  dollars  ($12,000)  for  the  purchase  of  six  (6)  Apple  IIGS 
color  computer  systems  and  tables  to  be  used  to  develop  math  and  writing  labs  at  the  Mid- 
dle School  level,  in  Special  Education  and  Music  and  in  individual  classrooms  on  a  rotating 
basis. 

Mr.  Patrick  motioned  to  move  the  Article  as  read.  Mrs.  Rowe  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Jenisch  informed  the  town  that  he  requested  to  have  this  amendment  put  on  the  war- 
rant and  explained  the  needs  for  the  computers. 

Gary  Broadbent  moved  to  amend  the  Article  to  read  $6,000.00  and  do  the  best  we  can. 
The  motion  was  seconded  by  unidentfied  persons. 

The  Moderator  moved  the  question  as  amended.  The  article  lost. 

The  Moderator  moved  back  to  the  orginal  motion  to  raise  $12,000. 

The  Moderator  called  for  questions. 

An  unidentified  person  motioned  to  move  the  question.  Another  unidentified  person  second- 
ed the  motion. 

The  Monderator  moved  the  question.  The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

The  Moderator  moved  Article  5  as  printed.  The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

The  Moderator  advanced  Article  6:  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  school  district  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  school  district  officials  and 
agents,  for  capital  construction,  and  for  the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  school 
district. 

Mr.  Patrick  asked  to  move  the  question  in  the  sum  of  $3,221,039.00  which  does  not  in- 
clude monies  raised  in  Articles  3,  4  and  5.  Mrs.  Rowe  seconded  the  motion. 

Mr.  Huckins  asked  which  figure  was  appropriate  the  one  in  the  hand  out  or  the  one  in 
the  town  report  as  neither  figure  seemed  to  be  the  same. 

Mr.  Clough  explained  that  the  budget  hand  out  picked  up  at  the  door  is  the  accurate  budget 
and  that  budget  has  the  warrant  article  sums  for  Articles  3,  4  and  5  included  in  the  total 
which  have  already  been  acted  upon  so  that  is  why  the  Board  has  subtracted  the  orginal 
sums  of  Articles  3,  4  and  5  off  the  figure  of  $3,262,572.00. 

John  Young  motioned  to  make  an  amendment  to  the  proposed  school  budget  that  it  be 
reduced  by  one  and  one  half  percent  or  $48,616.00.  The  total  budget  of  $3,192,433.00  from 
the  figures  of  the  town  report.  An  unidentifies  person  seconded  the  motion. 

The  Moderator  moved  the  amendment  that  the  amount  of  Article  6  be  reduced  by  one 
and  one  half  percent  or  $48,616.00  and  the  grand  amount  to  be  amended  would  be 
$3,221,039.00. 
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Mr.  Young  stated  that  the  amount  in  the  town  report  comes  out  to  $3,192,433.00.  The 
Moderator  stated  that  the  figure  in  question  was  $3,221,039.00. 

Mr.  Young  stated  that  he  realized  that  the  $48,616.00  cannot  really  be  applied  to  any 
designated  portion  of  the  budget,  and  that  he  makes  this  proposal  to  voice  his  objection 
to  the  inflationary  and  irrational  S.A.U.  budget  and  to  suggest  that  at  the  next  joint  S.A.U. 
budget  meeting  our  school  board  curtail  the  unrestrained  and  over-indulgent  spending  of 
the  S.A.U. 

Lengthy  discussion  followed  pertaining  to  the  S.A.U.  budget. 

Karen  Anderson  asked  if  the  budget  is  decreased  by  this  amount  will  be  applied  to  the 
S.A.U.  budget  or  will  it  come  out  of  the  operating  costs  of  the  school? 

Mr.  Clough  replied  yes  and  explained  that  S.A.U.  assessment  is  one  of  the  few  if  not  the 
only  one  that  is  referred  to  as  a  mandatory  assessment. 

The  Moderator  asked  to  move  the  question  and  stated  that  it  wii  take  a  2/3  vote  to  move 
the  question.  Motion  was  made  to  move  the  question  by  an  unidentified  person  and  second- 
ed by  an  unidentified  persons.  The  vote  was  unanimous. 

The  Moderator  moved  to  vote  on  the  amendment  to  reduce  the  budget  by  $48,616.00  and 
the  new  figure  will  be  $3,172,423.00.  The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative  the  amendment  is  carried. 

The  Moderator  moved  the  motion  as  amended  and  that  is  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$3,172,423.00.  The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative  the  amendment  is  carried. 

The  Moderator  explained  that  the  main  motion  was  for  $3,221,039.00  and  now  is 
$3,172,423.00. 

The  Moderator  called  for  questions  on  the  motion.  No  more  questions  followed. 

The  Moderator  moved  the  Article  as  amended.  The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  6  was  approved  at:  $3,172,423.00  excluding  Articles  3,  4  and  5.

The  Moderator  advanced  Article  7:  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
School  Board  to  convey  by  Quitclaim  Deed,  all  of  its  right,  title  and  interest  to  the  modular 
unit  and  twenty-five  feet  (25)  around  the  modular,  parking  lot  and  driveway  currently  located 
on  the  former  Messenger  Property  situated  adjacent  to  the  Strafford  School  to  the  Town  of 
Strafford  and  to  authorize  the  School  Board  to  execute  a  Quitclaim  Deed  in  connection 
therewith,  for  the  sum  of  one  dollar  ($1.00). 

Mr.  Patrick  motioned  to  amend  the  Article  to  include  the  words:  which  shall  include  a  pro- 
vision that  the  said  property  shall  revert  to  the  school  district  for  the  sum  of  $1.00  in  the  event 
that  the  town  has  no  further  use  for  this  property  and  further  the  school  district  retains  a 
right-of  way  across  the  driveway  to  school  property. 

The  motion  was  moved  by  an  unidentified  person  and  seconded  by  an  unidentified  person. 

The  Moderator  moved  the  Article  as  amended.  The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

Planning  Committee  authorized  by  vote  of  the  March  1987  Annual  District  Meeting  so  as 
to  extend  the  life  of  the  Committee  to  negotiate  for  a  three  (3)  year  period  ending  at  the  1993 
Annual  School  District  meeting  and  to  further  authorize  the  Committee  to  negotiate  with  sur- 
rounding school  districts  in  accord  with  RSA  195:18. 
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Mr.  Patrick  motioned  to  move  the  question.  Michael  Harrington  seconded  the  motion. 

The  Moderator  moved  the  Article.  The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

The  Moderator  advanced  Article  9:  We  the  residents  of  the  Strafford  School  District  find 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  to  be  negligent  in  the  funding  of  public  education,  thus  creating 
an  undue  burgen  on  the  local  property  tax  payers.  We  respectfully  request  that  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  Legislature  begin  in  earnest  to  study  methods  to  substantially  increas- 
ing State  aid  to  education. 

Ai  Sawicki  stated  that  this  is  the  article  where  emotions  should  have  been  directed.  Un- 
fortunately the  State  and  Federal  Government  pass  laws,  rules  and  regulations  and  man- 
date that  we  spend  certain  amounts  of  money  but,  they  don't  provide  us  with  any  return 
or  any  way  of  paying  for  this  and  feels  that  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  along  with  the  Federal 
Government  has  been  extremely  negligent  in  the  fact  that  they  don't  provide  any  money 
to  fund  any  of  the  prograifis  that  they  require  to  implement  with  regard  to  education. 

The  Moderator  moved  the  Article.  The  article  was  opposed. 

The  Moderator  advanced  Article  10:  To  see  if  the  School  District  will  authorize  the  School 
Board  to  make  application  for  and  to  receive  and  expend,  in  the  same  of  the  District,  such 
advances,  grants-in-aid,  or  other  funds  for  educational  purposed  as  may  now  or  hereafter 
be  forth  coming  from  the  United  States  Government  and/or  State  agencies;  private  agen- 
cies and/or  other  sources  in  accord  with  the  provisions  of  RSA  198:20-b. 

Motion  was  made  by  an  unidentified  person  to  move  the  question  and  seconded  by  an 
unidentified  person. 

The  Moderator  called  for  questions.  There  were  no  questions  on  the  Article. 

The  Moderator  moved  the  article.  The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative. 

The  Moderator  advanced  Article  11 :  To  choose  agents  and  committees  in  relation  to  any 
subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

The  Moderator  called  for  any  business  to  take  care  of  under  this  article.  There  was  no 
response. 

The  Moderator  moved  to  pass  over  Article  1 1  which  was  a  dead  isue. 

The  Moderator  advanced  Article  12:  To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally 
come  before  this  meeting. 

Mrs.  Rowe  informed  the  town  that  in  1986  the  school  returned  $3,320.00  to  the  town  in 
1987,  $40,595.86,  in  1988,  $33,581.00  and  1989,  $3,059.00  which  would  have  been  more 
except  that  funds  were  applied  to  the  Messenger  Property. 

Mr.  Patrick  said  thank  you  to  Mr.  Ash  for  serving  on  the  School  Board  and  giving  many, 
many,  many  hours  in  the  last  three  years  and  he  is  one  of  the  reasons  that  we  have  this 
new  building  and  on  behalf  of  the  town  and  himself  he  presented  Mr.  Ash  with  a  plaque 
in  commemoration  of  the  three  years  that  he  served  on  the  School  Board. 

John  O'Brien  motioned  to  adjourn  the  meeting. 

The  meeting  adjourned  at  9:30  P.M.
